1 . Area of Operations . . 

Operations will primarily originate in West Cermny and lv,i direotsd against 
the Bstonian USSR. However, operational circxirostances may require activities to be 
teraporarily tmdertaken in other countries of Western Europe. 

2. Purposes . 

a. The purpose of this Project is to acquire positive intelligence and oper- 
ational infoxmation on the Estonian and it has the capability to cover 
paragraphs III. 1a through Id of the TO®, namely: 

(1) Recruit Individuals capable of establishing long-term legal residence 
in the USSR. 

(2) Mount short term legal travel operations using individuals moving in 
and out of the USSR for the purpose of performing intelligence collection 
or support missions, or for recruitment of agents residing in the USSR. 

{^) ReenUt. or induce the defection of Soviet officials in East and V/est 
Germany. 

(4) Establish contact with Soviet citizens traveling to West Germany or 
Berlin for purposes of recruitment, defection or intelligence acquisition. 

b. To acquire intelligence on USSR intentions and capabilities by debriefing 
returnees from the Baltic areas, particularly the Estonian SSR. 

3. Background . 

a. This. Project represents a redirection of Identity 1 ( Project AEKQO^ 
which is due to expire on ^1 January 1959- However, this Project is aimed at 
salvaging only those clean assets which liave been developed by Identity 2 
(a1iR 00T/5 ) and offer some measure of success in producing controlled sources 
of information within the target area. We do not intend to become involved 
vrith I (.entities 4, 5.

The 
meetings between the Case Officer and , principal agent will be held in safehouses and 
suitable restaurants. An emexgency communication system has been estahllshed enabling 
the px^olpal agent to contact the Case Officer during duty or off-iuty hours. Ar- 
rangements have also been made whereby the agent can be contacted by a person unknown 
to him. 

12. Control and Motivation . 

The Principal agent is a person who fled frota Estonia because of fear of per- 
secution by the Comrnunlsts who occupied his country. Since that tlo» he has devoted 
his work dlreotly or indirectly in opposing Communism. His life s education and 
training has instilled a philosophy opposed to Communism. He admires the democratic 
system of the Unit^ States and believes that the United States is the only country 
in th® Western world that can aid his homeland. The sub-agent is also a pjerson who 
.fj.ec Comnmnisra for the freedom of the West. Control over the agents exists primar- 
ily through their motivation.
